UHLE  TURNS  IN  SEVENTH  VICTORY  FOR  TIGERS 


Work  of  Stallings 
In  Baseball  World 
Made  Much  History 

'Death  of  "Miracle  Man"  Removes  Famous 
Figure  From  Diamond— Proved  and  Disproved 
Theories  in  C^ame— Was  Driver  of  Men

BOSTON.  Mas..  May  13.— Oeorge 
Tweedy  Stalling*  was  best  known 
for  his  success  In  managing  the 
Boston  Braves,  when.  In  1914  he  led 
a  club  much  underrated  and  In 
eighth  place  on  July  4.  smashing 
and  battling  through  to  a  National 
league  championship  and  the  world 
title. 

Only  two  clubs  In  the  history  of 
the  world  series  ever  disposed  of 
their  opponent*  In  a  four-game 
aeries  In  the  Pall  classic.  Oeorge 
Stallings'  Braves  of  1914,  the  team 
that  wouldn't  be  beaten,  was  one 
of  these  and  the  New  York  Yan- 
kee* was  the  other  club,  but  they 
performed  the  feat  twice — against 
Pittsburgh  in  1937  and  against  St 
Louis  in  1928. 

Stallings  earned  the  sobriquet  of 
the  "Miracle  Man"  by  his  brilliant 
accomplishment  In  1914.  his  second 
season  at  the  helm  of  the  Boston 
Club,  but  long  before  this  he  had 
earned  a  name  for  himself  as  a  suc- 
cessful baseball  manager. 

He  faced  a  discouraging  task  when 
he  assumed  charge  of  the  playing 
destinies  of  the  Boston  Brave*  In  the 
Spring  of  1913.  The  Boston  entry 
in  the  National  League  had  reposed 
In  the  cellar  for  four  successive  sea- 
sons and  had  been  unable  to  climb 
out  of  the  second  division  In  ten 
yean. 

The  veteran  leader  realised  the 
task  before  him  and  he  lost  little 
time  In  sifting  and  weeding,  in  add- 
ing and  cutting  adrift. 

SECURED  JOHNNY  EVERS 

One  of  his  master  strokes  was  se- 
curing Johnny  Evera  from  the  Chi- 
cago Cubs.  Hub  Perdue  was  sent 
along  to  st,  Louis  in  exchange  for 
Ted  Cather  and  Oeorge  WhlUed. 
•  Red"  Smith  was  bought  from  the 
Brooklyn  club.  Herb  Moran  was  se- 
cured from  the  Cincinnati  Reds. 
"Butch"  Schmidt  was  added  from 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  and  many 
other  important  additions  were  made 
to  the  club  roster. 

One  of  Oeorge  Stallings'  first  and 
one  of  his  most  important  moves 
was  the  signing  of  Pred  Mitchell  a* 
coach  "Mitch"  Is  given  much  of  the 
credit  for  the  development  of  the 
pitching  staff,  especially  the  big 
three.

Alec  Broke  in  When 
kuth  Was  Sixteen

"Old  AJec"  the  fans  call  Orover 
Cleveland  Alexander,  the  great 
pitcher  of  the  St  Louis  Cardinals, 
but  they  probably  don  t  realise  just 
how  much  that  means. 

Alexander  is  now  pitching  his 
nineteenth  season  hi  the  majors 
He  was  pitching  in  the  sticks  for 
several  >ears  before  he  came  up. 
Nineteen  years  Is  a  pretty  long  time 
in  anybody's  racket,  and  it  is  a  very 
long  time  in  sports.  Just  how  long 
It  is  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  there  Isnt  another  man  who 
was  hi  the  big  leagues  when  Alex, 
broke  in.  still  playing  regularly 

Nineteen  years  ago  Dempaey  and 
Ruth  were  sixteen.  Babe's  homers 
were  undreamed  of,  because  thev 
were  still  using  the  old  dead  ball 
ti>«-n 

Tommy  Burns  was  heavyweight 
champ,  and  Jim  Corbett  still 
thought  he  could  fight  and  was 
challenging  Jack  Johnson 

Bobby  Jonas  was  seven  years  old. 
and  Helen  Wilis  was  about  five 

Jim  Thorpe  was  playing  football 
at  Carlkue  He  had  yet  to  win  the 
Olympic  crown  and  have  hi* 
taken  away  from  him. 


James,  who  carried  much  of  the  box 
work. 

Stallings  was  a  real  driver  of  men, 
but  he  was  a  leader  as  well.  Base- 
ball was  serious  business  with  him 
and  he  wanted  his  players  to  regard 
R  In  such  a  light.  He  brought  with 
him  a  forceful,  dynamic  personality, 
"that  heart-breaking  determination 
to  win."  as  he  himself  described  it, 
but  most  of  all  things  he  brought  to 
his  new  task  an  unshaken  confi- 
dence in  himself  and  an  ability  to 
instill  In  his  players  a  confidence 
In  him  and  In  themselves. 

DRILLED   I  s   |  ONFTDENCE 

Prom  the  time  he  assumed  charge 
of  the  team.  Stallings  drilled  con- 
tinually into  his  men  the  belief  that 
they  could  win,  that  they  would  win 
and  that  they  must  win  or  make 
room  for  others.  Superstitious  him- 
self, to  a  high  degree,  he  encouraged 
the  belief  In  his  men.  and  this  un- 
doubtedly had  something  to  do  with 
their  success. 

It  was  a  fighting,  peppery  outfit 
which  stalling.-!  built  up  In  Boston  1 
— a  team  which  played  fast,  beads-  [ 
up  baseball,  which  took  advantage 
of  every  break  and  which  had  su- 
preme confidence. 

Stallings  had  what  might  be 
termed  a  dual  personality.  Off  the 
field,  quiet,  reserved,  dignified,  on 
the  bench  he  was  a  fiery  personal- 
ity, with  a  flow  of  language  either 
condemnatory  or  complimentary  as. 
the  occasion  might  require.  So  In- 
tent was  he  on  the  game  that  he 
couldn't  keep  still  on  that  bench. 
THEORY  DISPROVED 

The  Stalling*  system,  by  which  the 
Boston  Braves  won  the  world'i 
championship  In  1914.  proved  one 
theory  of  modern  baseball,  and  dis- 
proved another.  The  former  was 
that  right-hand  batters  are  more 
successful  against  left-hand  pitchers 
and  vice  versa.  The  theory  dis- 
proved was  that  It  was  necessary  to 
have  a  large  pitching  staff  to  win 
a  pennant 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  idea  of  [ 
batting,  Stallings  carried  two  com- 1 
plete  outfields,  using  the  trio  that 
batted  right-handed  when  southpaw 
pitcher*  opposed  the  Braves,    and  . 
the  left-handed  hitting  outfielders 
against  right-hand  pitchers. 

Manager  Stallings'  theory  that  I 
pitchers  could  take  their  tum  In  the 
box  after  two  days'  rest  was  borne 
out  when  he  used  Dick  Rudolph  and 
Bill  James,  right  handers.  and  Lefty 
Tyler,  southpaw,  in  regular  turn 
during  the  last  half  of  the  National 
League  season  and  through  the

We 
had  the  pennant  cinched  and  the 
Browns  were  getting  nowhere,  so  we 
cut  loose  and  make  a  Joke  affair 
of  It.

the  height  from  the  bottom  to  the 
surface  of  the  &ea  where  6he  was 
anchored. 

Creeping  along  the  drled-out  tim- 
bers and  fed  by  oil  from  the  five 
tanks,  the  fire  Ate  Into  the  celling 
and  planking  and  simply  refused  to 
notice  the  streams  of  water.  Aboard 
were  nearly  1  000  gallons  of  coal  oil. 
and.  when  thi*  started  to  feed  the 
conflagration,  salvors  realised  that 
nothing  could  be  done.  The  smoke 
and  heat  were  terrific  and  the 
sturdy  Salvage  King  was  constantly 
menaced  with  destruction  herself.  If 
there  had  been  an  explosion  of  any 
proportions,  many  aboard  would 
In  all  probability  have  been  killed 
or  fatally  burned. 

With  swollen  eyes  and  smoking 
clothing,  the  salvors  fought  a  losing 
battle,  undaunted  and  determined, 
yet  knowing  within  their  hearts  that 
the  Boobyalla  would  never  again  be 
a  ship.  It  was  a  question  of  getting 
the  fire  under  control  before  the 
blaze  spread  to  the  sawmill  and 
lime  plant  ashore. 

Fearing  an  explosion,  the  salvors 
cut  through  the  freighter  a  100- 
fathom  anchor  chain  with  an  oxy- 
acetylene  torch  with  fire  licking 
at  their  boots.  The  steel  decks  of 
the  Salvage  King  were  getting  un- 
comfortable to  walk  on  and  action 
had  to  be  taken  at  once. 

CUT  ALL  CABLES 
So  intense  was  the  heat  and  so 
dense  the  smoke  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  reach  the  stern  of  the  salv- 
age vessel  to  pull  up  two  of  the 
anchors.  Volunteers  dashed  through 
the  inferno  and  cut  both  chains,  A 
1.000-foot  tow  line  was  fastened  to 
the  bow  of  the  Boobyalla  and  after 
considerable  difficulty  the  King 
made  for  deep  sea  at  5:30  o'clock 
Sunday  afternoon. 

After  conslderabl  manoeuvring 
with  the  floating  torch  behind,  a 
point  was  reached  half  a  mile  off 
shore  near  Albert  Head.  Mr  H 
Brewer,  first  officer  of  the  Booby- 
alla, and  Mr.  M.  L  Evans,  first  offi- 
cer of  the  Salvage  King,  volunteered 
to  try  to  get  through  the  fire  and 
drop  the  port  anchor  of  the  freight- 
er tn  fifteen  fathoms.  Without  a 
second  to  spare  they  reached  the 
bow  and  managed  to  let  the  mud 
hook  go.  arriving  safely  back  on  the 
Salvage  King  as  a  section  or  the 
|  deck  over  which  they  had  run. 
caved  in. 

A  six -inch  man'.la  line  was  run 
to  the  bow  of  the  Boobyalla  and 
made  fast  to  the  King,  so  that  the 
other  vessel  could  be  kept  nearer 
the  beach.  The  King  anchored  :»00 
yards  off  and  waited  for  daybreak. 

During  the  evening  flames  soared 
aloft  over  the  top  or  the  freighters 
masts  At  Intervals,  crude  oil  and 
coal  oil  would  blow  up.  throwing 
cargo  high  Into  the  air.  It  was  like 
an  oil  well  afire,  those  aboard  the 
Kins  Msld.  At  2  o'clock  yesterday 
morning  the  masts  tottered  for  an 
Instant  and  fell  into  the  sea  with 
crashes  muffled  by  the  roaring  of 
the  burning  oil. 

TO  WATER'S  ED«  » 
At  daybreak  the  salvors  came 
alongside  the  burning  mass  and 
played  six  hose  streams  over  the  fire 
for  three  hours.  The  aft  end  of  the 
Boobyalla.  where  the  fire  originated, 
was  practically  out.  the  engines  and 
all  machinery  having  fallen  Into  the 
hold.  By  the  afternoon  the  hull 
had  burned  down  level  with  the 
waterllne.  so  the  salvors  left  a 
launch  with  two  watchmen  aboard 
find  steamed  for  Victoria,  docking 
at  4:30  o'clock. 

AH  that  was  saved  from  the  fire 
was  one  scowl oad  of  shingles  and 
some  of  the  men's  personal  effects. 
Twenty-two  of  the  crew  left  for  Se- 
attle Sunday  afternoon,  the  remain- 
ing three  sailing  yesterday  after- 
rooo 

Worth,  with  her  cargo,  approxi- 
mately $250,000.  the  Boobyalla  is  re- 
ported to  be  covered  by  insurance. 
What  is  left  of  her  will  probably  be 
towed  to  deeper  water  and  commit- 
ed  to  "Davy  Jones'  locker."

Nos.  1  and 
2  higher,  and  It  was  claimed  that 
some  No.  2  hard  Winters  had  been 
worked  for  export. 

The  visible  supply  decreased  4.321 
bushels  for  the  week.  The  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  approved  the 
reduction  In  Import  rates  on  grain 
by  the  railroads.

WINNIPEG.  May  13— The  work 
of  distributing  the  seeds,  perennials 
and  shrubs  for  the  employees'  gar- 
dens along  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  In  Western  Can- 
ada is  about  over,  and  amateur 
gardeners  in  all  sections  of  the 
country  are  bos>  with  plans  for 
the  beautlflcatlcn  of  their  property 
J.  R.  Almey.  recently  appointed 
horticulturist,  reports  that  more 
than  30.000  shrubs  have  been  sent 
out.  and  close  on  2.000  perennials, 
mostly  Canterbury  bells,  delphini- 
ums, peonies  and  snapdragons,  are 
ready  for  ahipmenr 

Nearly  1,000  packages  of  seeds, 
each  containing  ten  varieties,  have 
been  forwarded  to  station  and  sec- 
tion men. 

It  Is  reported  that  more  than 
sixty  new  gardens  will  be  planted 
by  agents,  and  the  fact  that  one 
ton  of  lawn  grass  seed  will  be  re- 
quired gives  some  idea  of  the  scope 
of  the  work  covered  by  Mr.  Almey 
and  his  assistants.  There  are  now 
thirty  professional  gardens  on 
Western  lines,  but  the  interest  for 
competition  centres  round  the  ama- 
teur efforts  of  the  men  and  women 
in  lonely  spots,  whose  gardens  are 
a  Joy  to  the  travel -weary  eye. 

Poplars  and  maples  to  the  num- 
ber of  3.000  trees  of  four  or  five 
years  have  been  distributed  for  use 
around  section  foremen's  homes. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  intro- 
duce the  sturdy  carrlgana  as  a 
medium  for  snow  traps.  Manitoba

The  rumor  factory  was  at  work 
today,  and.  before  the  market  was 
half  over,  was  operating  at  a  rate  of 
capacity  exceeded  only  by  the  cur- 
rent operations  of  the  US  Steel 
Corporation.  The  net  result  Is  lower 
prices  as  the  result  of  selling  by  that 
class  of  speculator  who  can  be  in- 
duced to  part  with  stocks  or  buy 
them  on  no  sounder  fundamental 
than  gossip. 

The  opening  contribution  came 
from  a  large  wire  house,  which  in- 
volved the  ingenious  explanation  for 
the  decline  In  call  money  by  at- 
tributing it  to  the  fact  that  big  in- 
terests had  sold  out  their  stocks  to 
the  public  and  that,  therefore, 
stocks  were  going  down  and  the  call 
money  rate  was  already  down.

commit  tee  on  recent  economic 
changes,  the  rumors  had  Secretary 
Mellon  as  resigned,  which  he  Isn't,  an 
advance  In  the  rediscount  rate  on 
Thursday,  which  it  won  t  be.  and  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board  called  Into 
special  session  by  President  Hoover, 
closing  the  day  with  more  mystery  to 
the  effect  that  a  bearish  statement 
would  come  from  Washington  over- 
night 

Taken  all  in  all.  we  had  about  the 
most  idiotic  day  which  could  be 
imagined  There  will  undoubtedly 
be  a  earn  -over  of  selling  in  the 
early  part  of  tomorrow  I  session,  if 
for  no  other  reason  thsn  the  selling 
produced  by  those  who  always  sell 
because  the  market  has  declined  and 
find  It  an  equally  good  reason  for 
buying  because  the  market  has  ad- 
vanced. I  believe  you  will  see  the 
bottom  of  this  reaction  In  the  first 
hour  tomorrow  and  it  Is  recom- 
mended that  the  first  hour  be  used 
to  buy  the  issues  which  have  been 
previously  mentioned  here.

NEW  YORK.  May  13 —The  sell- 
ing movement  that  started  in  the 
final  hour  of  trading  on  Saturday 
was  resumed  at  the  outset  of  trad- 
ing today,  and  prices  in  practically 
all  groups  worked  lower.  In  some 
quarters  the  feeling  existed  that  a 
large  part  of  the  selling  was  in- 
spired by  the  recent  report  of  the 
committee  on  economic  changes 
which  covered  conditions  relating  to 
the  New  York  money  market 
Chrysler  was  under  continued 
heavy  pressure  and  the  weakness  in 
this  particular  stock  had  an  un- 
settling effect  upon  the  entire  list. 

Ralls  were  the  exception  and 
held  Arm  in  the  early  dealings 
chiefly  on  expectations  of  a  pos- 
sible decision  on  the  O'Pallom  case 
by  the  Supreme  Court  today.  Oil 
shsres  were  forced  to  react  moder- 
ately on  selling  that  was  accom- 
panied by  sn  announcement  of  dis- 
continuation of  restriction  pro- 
gramme in  the  State  of  Oklahoma. 

However,  this  announcement  was 
partially  offset  by  reports  Indicat- 
ing that  further  curtailment  of 
petroleum  production  had  been  or- 
dered in  California.  Some  of  the 
rubber  shares  exhibited  good  form 
In  the  early  transactions  and  both 
Issues  followed  the  release  of  the 
rubber  repor'.  today  which  showed 
a  good -sized  Increase  in  consump- 
tion during  the  month  of  April  over 
that  for  the  month  of  March.  In 
fact  the  figures  released  established 
a  new  all-time  record  for  monthly 
consumption. 

Outside  news  was  of  a  favorable 
nature.  Numerous  first  quarter 
statements  of  the  various  corpora- 
tions continue  f>  make  their  ap- 
pearance, and.  In  practically  all  In- 
stances, show  good -sired  gains  over 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  Reports 
of  trade  conditions  continue  to 
show  good  volume  of  business  un- 
der way  at  the  present  time.  Call 
money  renewed  at  7  per  cent  and 
remained  at  that  figure  throughout 
the  day.  On  the  posting  of  the  re- 
newal rate  some  buying  was  at-i 
traded  and  the  general  list  rallied 
moderately.  However,  the  rally  was 
short  lived  and  a  number  of  the 
issues  were  forced  to  absorb  fur- 
ther liquidation. 

In  the  afternoon  dealings  the 
copper  group  were  outstanding  fea- 
tures of  weakness  and  practically 
all  issues,  including  Anaconda  and 
Smelters,  sustained  sharp  losses. 
The  stock  market  has  been  sub- 
jected to  a  rather  severe  purging  of 
late  and  technical  position  would 
seem  to  be  much  stronger  than  for 
some  time  past.  It  looks  as  though 
many  Issues  arc  becoming  rather 
attractive  again  from  a  buyers 
viewpoint.
